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HANK Thompson is riding high right 
now with his Capitol recording of ‘The 
Wild Side Of Life,” so it seems appro- 
priate to look into his own life story and 
see how he got on top. 


The Hank Thompson Story started in 
Waco, Texas on September 3, 1925, where 
he learned to pick a guitar as soon as he 
was big enough to hold one. Having a 
good memory for lyrics and a fine sing- 
ing voice, Hank was always in demand for 
local children’s programs. 


As he grew up and finished school in 
Waco, he kept on singing, and soon got 
his own early morning radio show on 
Station WACO. It was called “Hank the 
Hired Hand” and was one of Waco’s most 
popular shows until 1942. 


Then, in 1948, Hank switched from 
“hired hand” to “deck hand,’ when he 
joined Uncle Sam’s Navy for a three year 
overseas hitch. Assigned as an enter- 


tainer he sang on the west coast and navy 


bases in the Pacific Islands. 


Among the famous artists on whose 
radio or stage shows Hank guested were 
Eddy Arnold and Tex Ritter. On the side, 
he also wrote songs, turning out such hits 
as “Whoa Sailor,” “A Lonely Heart 
Knows,” “Swing Wide Your Gate Of 
Love,” and the great favorite, “Humpty 
Dumpty Heart.” 


Another of Henry William Thompson’s 
(that’s his full name) accomplishments is 
harmonica playing. “I won several amateur 
contests with my ‘French harp,’” he re- 
calls, 


It was the first instrument he master- 
ed, in fact. But after Hank saw Gene 


, Autry at a Waco theater, he knew singing 


and the guitar were for him. 


His first guitar was a Christmas pre- 
sent from his folks who had bought it for 
four dollars from a ,second hand store. 
Hank took to it immediately, but didn’t 
become a Gene Autry overnight. 


“Becoming a performer like Autry was 


\ 


not as simple as I imagined,” he smiled. 
“I worked hard, but it took a couple of 
years befiore I got the chance to get in 
front of a mike.” 


When he did get the chance, though, he 
proved he had what it takes to be a top- 
notch performer. He had the radio shows 
before mentioned while still in his teens, 
bs even that wasn’t enough to keep him 

usy. 


When he volunteered for the navy, he 
carried with him his interest in amateur 
radio operation and this enabled him to 
vise to the rating of Radio Technician, 
First Class. 


While in the navy Hank practically 
settled the Civil War with his guitar. At 
sea he used to sing and pick away to pass 
the long hours out of sight of land. “Most 
of the boys from up North had never 
heard a fellow pick a guitar and sing cow- 
boy songs until they heard me,” he laugh- 
ed. “But you’d be surprised, some of those 
Yankees became my most ardent fans.” 


Hank Thompson has picked up more 
thousands of fans since then, too. He has 
also acquired a pretty wife, the former 
Dorothy Jean Ray, of Waco, Texas, whom 
he married on April 14, 1948, one of the 
finest fan clubs in the world, the Hank 
Thompson Fan Club run by Mrs. Mollie 
Pack; a Capitol record contract, and now, 
Pees record hit, “The Wild Side Of 

ife.’ 


On the personal side, Hank is 6 foot 2, 
weighs 175 pounds, has black hair and 
brown eyes. His hobbies are fishing, hunt- 
ing and flying. Folks who know, say the 
secret of his success is probably the fact 
that he writes and sings folk song in all 
sincerity. 


At any rate, he has finally come into his 
own as one of the leading folk artists of 
the nation, and a look into Hank’s side of 
life shows that he is richly deserving of 
the success which is his. -

NELSON KING 


NELSON KING, WCKY hillbilly disc 
jockey, has had just about every position 
radio has to offer. He ran the gamut from 
time-salesman to sales promotion, produc- 
tion, program director and finally to the 
post he now occupies, “King of the hill- 
billy Dise Jockeys!” 


Nelson started his career in the enter- 
tainment world in his home town, Ports- 
mouth, Ohio. After graduating from high 
school he worked for a short time as stock 


The lure of music was too great how- 
ever and King returned to his first love, | 
a small band that was playing night club 
engagements in the Portsmouth area. 


Along with his chores of playing in the 
band he also acted as master of ceremonies 
for the floor shows that were presented. 
Due to his easy manner before the mike, 
his art of ad-lib and his clear speaking 
voice, it was only natural that radio/| 
should beckon him to its fold. His first | 
radio position was at WPAY in Ports-. 


| nmouth as staff announcer. From here King 


traveled to Huntington, West Virginia 
where he established a rather unique re- 
cord in radio that has never been equaled.” 
It was during the 1937 flood when King | 
was working as announcer at WSAZ. He} 
and two other announcers talked con- | 
tinuously for 381 hours without a break or 
without a note of music. The trio gave out 
with emergency calls, announcements, | 
bulletins and appeals from the Red Cross 
and other relief agencies. At the finish oe | 


this marathon broadeast King and _ his 
companions were speaking in whispers. 


Due to the flood all other types of com- 
munications were knocked out and radio 
was used in the interest of public service 


to keep the town aware of flood devel- 
opments. : 

In 1938 King 
Cincinnati. Here 
the first record 


made his appearance in 
at WCPO, King put on 
show ever broadeast in 
the “Queen City” called “Jam For Supper.” 
On -this show King played the newest 
swing releases of the day, featuring such 
artists as, Benny Goodman, Artie Shaw, 
Tommy Dorsey and other name bands that 
held the spotlight at that time. This pro- 
gram was especially popular with teen- 
agers. 

WGRC located in Louisville, Kentucky 
was King’s next stop but the lure of the 
“Queen City” proved too strong, and King 
returned. After a stint at WKRC, King 
came to WCKY (January 1946 and has 
been there ever since. 


King’s broadcast schedule at the L. B. 


Wilson Station includes two night-time 
| programs; the Daily Hit Parade (6:15 
pm.) and the Hillbilly Jamboree 


(7:30 
p.m.) The Daily Hit Parade, oldest pro- * 
gram of its type to originate locally, fea- 
tures the five top tunes of the day along 
with several bonus selections. These bonus: 
selections include old favorites as. well. 25 
tunes that show promise ‘of becoming hits. 

King’s other show, the Hillbilly Jamboree 
is a four-and-a half hour production. This 
program starts at 7:30 and finishes at the 
stroke of twelve. Marty Roberts another 
WCKY disc jockey is ¢o-conductor of the 
Jamboree, 

King is deseribed by those in the re- 
cord business as having an uncanny knack 
of being able to ‘spot’ a record with ‘hit’ 
possibilities. Because of this, he is 
supplied with advance pressings of record- 
ings before they are released to distributors 
and dealers.

I know we of 
the Country Music Departments will miss 
his friendly smile, firm handshake and 
impromptu jokes and pranks with a kind 
word for everyone he met. His death came 
in Detroit on May 4, 1952, and very peace- 
fully he joined his friends who had gone 
on before him. Born on the border of 
Alabama and Tennessee, Minor Hill, 52 
years ago, he understood the necessity of 
Folk Musie to American audiences and al- 
ways presented the best. God Rest His 
Soul, he was a tribute to the field.

There 
are so many it would take quite a while 
to name all of them, but I’d suggest you 
show your appreciation by attending their 
spots and talking to them; also offer 
suggestions for they are there to please 
you. Whether they have parks, ballrooms, 
or restaurants, or any kind of promoting 
they should be hailed. I’ve noticed too, the 
demand for girls in Folk Music as well as 
Pop Music. Of course, at the writing the 
girls are doing a terrific job ‘of sales- 
manship — what with girls like Kay 
Starr, Patti Page,. also Roberta Lee and 
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Margaret Whiting, even Sue Thompson, 
Rosalie Allen, Jo Staffiord, recording Hit 
Songs.

FOLKS, Country Song Roundup 
magazine has been running stories on the 
wives of the fine artists in the folk and 
western field, so I’d like to have you meet 
my Mrs. Hei name is Marilyn and she has 
been Mrs. Tuttle since February 9, 1946. 
When we first met she was Marilyn 
Myers and she worked in the script de- 
partment at CBS, in.Hollywood. 


I was on the staff at CBS (this was in 
1944) doing the Hollywood Barn Dance 
with a trio composed of my two good 
friends, Merle Travis, Jimmy Dean and ' 
myself. We called the group “The Trail 
Riders.” q 


Marilyn had come from Montebello, 
Califarnia, where she was born and raised 
and went to high school, and was trying 
to break into show business. She hada 
good background for it because as a child 
she had worked in movies’ with Shirley 
Temple and played a good part in the 
first movie made of “Show Boat.” When 
we met, both of us were trying hard to 
make a name for ourselves. I still didn’t 
have a record contract and. Marilyn was 
trying to get a chance to show her talent 
as a singer. Then both of us got a break. 
Capitol Records signed me to a recording 
contract in 1945, the third Western artist 
to be signed by the company, and Marilyn 
got a chance to sing professionally with a 
trio called “The Sunshine Girls.” June 
Weidner and Vivian Earls were the. other 
two girls in the trio. About this time, I 
went on a coast-to-coast tour and that’s 
when I began thinking about making 
Marilyn, Mrs. Tuttle. We hadn’t been 
serious up.until then, but you know the 
saying — “Absence makes the heart grow 
fonder.” We were married soon after I 


the show at TEarl Carroll’s Theater in 
Hollywood, where she had been a big. suc- 
cess with “The Tailor Maids’ trio. Her 
partners in the group were Mamian Bar- 
tell and Jolene Westbrook and the trio 
worked wih such famous entertainers as 
Pinky Lee, the Wiere Brothers and the 
late Beryl Wallace.

JACK STARNES 


(Lefty Frizzell's Manager) 


I HAVE BEEN asked a number of 
times what the duties of a manager are. 
In my own way I would like very much 
to tell you of the things I try to do for 
my boy, Lefty Frizzell. 


Lefty already had his first release 
when we teamed up but bookings were 
hard to get. Music critics knew a great 
deal about his songs but not too much 
about Lefty himself, so it meant a lot 
of driving and a great deal of persuading. 
Sometimes we played for empty houses and 
it was a little discouraging but we had a 
policy — do the best we can whether it 
be a large crowd or a small ‘one. Every 
day I told Lefty two things, “you have to 
crawl before you walk and you’ll meet the 
same people going down as you meet go- 
ing up, so be nice to all and the going will 
be a lot easier and smoother.” Lefty’s job 
is to “pick” and sing and mine is to do 
the bookings, make the reservations, take 
eare of the band, transportation, books, 
publicity and do everything I possibly can 
for the betterment of Lefty and for better 
music listening on behalf of all lovers of 
country and western type music. 


A good recording company is first, good 
songs are next, a good artist that is will- 
ing to work and cooperate is next, then 
you go from there. I have seen many an 
artist that was really good, sit down in 
one town, and live and die there but the 
people over the nation would never see or 
hear of. them. 


We have made Lefty a family deal. My 
wife, Neva, takes care of all phone calls 
and all the mail and fan clubs. My 
daughter is responsible for all the requests 
of pictures and song books and the address 
of members of Lefty’s fan clubs all over 
the nation. We have lived Lefty Frizzell 
for a year and a half; it‘s been quite a 
bit of traveling and hard work, but it’s 
been most enjoyable. Yes, Lefty, my family 
and myself have grown very close. 


You have your ups as well as your 
downs in this business but if you take the 
good with the bad and keep on smiling, 
success is inevitable. I am trying in every 
way I know to do my job well. My position 
is a twenty-four hour a day and seven 
day per week job. We try so hard to 
answer all the mail and we will keep 
right on doing so. We have decided this 
is the work we really like and we have 
the boy we really want, so I hope that 
in the future, I can devote my time and 
energy to putting Lefty over in every 
way possible.

Among. those is Nick 
Karns “Canada’s King of the banjos,’ and 
his “Western Renegades” who can be heard 
on Radio Station CKY’s Barn Dance in 
Winnipeg. Nick can also play the violin 
and does feature a few fiddle numbers on 
his CKY. show every now and then. The 
CKY Barn Dance is being rated highly 
due to the performances of Nick Karns, 
the “Western Renegades” plus many other 
fine acts. If you want to see and hear 
a fine show, don’t miss it. 


King Ganam was born in Swift Cur- 
rent, Sask. He wasn’t exactly born with 
a violin in his hand, but he did receive 
his first violm at the tender age of 
five, and learned to play it under the 
Old-Time Fiddlers of the district. 


In 1942 Ameen “King” Ganam organ- 
ized “The Sons Of The West.’’ With his 
musical group he has been a_ featured 
artist on such fine ‘programs as CBC’s 
“Alberta Ranch House” show for the 
past five years as well as the “Alpha 
Melody Hour” on the Western Canada net- 
work. In 1950, he became the first western 
artist to be featured on CBC’s “Star 
Time” and also in the same syear King 
Ganam entered the World Open Western 
Band Competition at the P.N.E. and walk- 
ed away with the first prize: Ganam is 
now recording for the RCA Victor record 
company. His two new releases on that 
label are “Riley’s Reel” and “Alberta 
Stomp.” King: “Ganam also has written 
many numbers which haye been published 
by Hill and Range music. 


“The Calgary Range Riders” are a group 


of fine Canadian musicians who first 
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organized in Calgary, Alberta, home of 
the “Calgary Stampede” which is famous 
the world over. The group consists of 
Murray Dunlop on the bass, Al Koochin 
playing Spanish guitar, Lucky Ambo with 
his fiddle, Don Thompson on steel guitar, 
Tony Stoltz on accordion and Dixie Bill 
Hilton, the singin’ leader. They have been 
working at Station CFOR Orrilia, during 
the past season and this summer they are 
touring Western Canada. “The Calgary 
Range Riders” have waxed numerous dises 
on the Aragon label; two of their latest 
releases are Dixie  Bill’s 
Songs From The Far Away Hills” and 
Tony Stoltz’s “Blue River Waltz.” Both 
songs are selling very well. 


Kidd Baker and his ‘‘Pine Ridge Moun- 
tain Boys” have made their headquarters 
at Radio Station CKCR, Kitchener, 
Ontario, Canada, for the past four years 
with a great deal of success. The group 
is made up of bass and guitar player as 
well as comedian Bob Baker (Kidd’s 
brother), Fiiddlin’ Cye who does all the 
fiddle work, Hank MacDonald on the piano 
and guitar, Paul Surette on the steel 
guitar and Herb Petrie the square dance 
ealler. The boys record for Gavotte Re- 
cords; some of their best discs are, “Just 
A Little Too Small,” “With What I’ve Got 
’ll Manage,” and one of their most recent 
recordings, “Wheeling Back To Wheeling, 
West Virginia.” These boys are certainly 
headed for stardom.

“YOU CAN ONLY get out of life, what 
you are willing to put into it.” These 
words would best fit Riley Crabtree, pop- 
ular Columbia recording artist. 


Despite the fact that he’s been a 
victim: of Infantile Paralysis since the age 
of four, Riley, through sheer determina- 
tion, plus a great deal of ability has made 
good the hard way. Here, indeed, is an 
achievement that has really stirred the 
hearts of the music lovers of America. 


When he was but eight years old, 
Riley’s ability as a vocalist attracted 
wide attention around the Country Com- 
munity of Mount Pleasant, Texas, which 
incidentally is his birth place. As his pop- 
ularity spread he was soon invited to 
entertain at recitals and country dances. 
Later on, Riley was featured over many 
radio stations. He was given his first 
chance at the “Big Time” by station 
KPLT at Paris, Texas as a reward for 
winning a contest sponsored by the same 
network. However, this was not good 
enough. With that never say die attitude, 
characteristic of Riley, he continued to- 
ward new horizons. 


‘In 1940 he began touring the country 
with professional bands and proceeded to 
take the country by storm, Riley later be- 
came a regular entertainer on the Big D. 
Jamboree at Dallas, Texas. Immediately 


afterwards, he worked on several net- 
work radio shows. 
Riley Crabtree’s first releases were 


very well received by the public and his 
.an clubs, which are springing up oll over 
the country, are howling for more of his 
releases. They’ll soon have them too, be- 
eause Columbia is of the belief that 
Crabtree will prove to be on of their best 
selling artists. 


Riley, due to his affliction stands about 
five feet, weighs 105 pounds, has brown 
hair, and brown eyes. Don’t. be surprised 
when this marvelous entertainer, dressed 
very conservatively and using crutches 
steps before the microphone, and comes 
through with a performance that will hold 
you spellbound. 


Riley has been recording now for several 
years and has innumerable hits to his 


credit. Here are a few of the better 
numbers he has waxed on the Columbia 
label: “Shackles And Chains,” © “Get 
Away From It All,” “You’re ‘Wasting 
Your Time,” “Always Play A _ Losing 


Hand,” “Hand Full Of Nickels,” ‘You’re 
Breaking My Heart Dear,” “Always To- 
gether. Never Apart,” and “Maybe It’s 
You Or Maybe It’s Me.” His newest re- 
lease which is causing quite a stir in the 
record circles is “Information Please” 
coupled with “Between The Pages Of The 
Bible.” '

WADE RAY can truly be called the 
“ray of sunshine” because of all the hap- 
piness and enjoyment his music has 
brought to country music lovers. 

Wade was born in Evansville, Indiana, 
April 6, 1913 and moved to Boynton, 
Arkansas, later on. Scarcely five years 
later, when he was 10, Wade Ray was 
known as the child prodigy of the South, 
was billed as “Youngest Violin Player In 
The World,” and had a startling collection 
of. over 200 violins which had. been pre- 
sented to him by fans and admirers. 


Ray recalls that most every night of his! 


young life was devoted to entertaining 
visitors who flocked to his home to hear 
him play the fiddle and banjo. “On Sun- 
days our home and yard was crowded with 
folks from miles around, who came in 
buggies. and wagons to join in the fun,” 
Wade smiled. 

“T. used. to get the most requests for 
‘Old Dan. Tucker,’. ‘Red Wing,’ and ‘Turkey 
In The Straw.’ My dad would whistle these 
and other hoe-downs along. with me.” 
Wade’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. Bert Ray, 
now live in Pilot Knob, Missouri and are 
proud of their talented -son’s accomplish- 
ments. ; 

Those accomplishments have been made 
from a varied background in show business 
which includes. hundreds of personal ap- 
pearances in tent shows, stock companies, 
medicine shows and informal gatherings, 
many of them made between the ages of 6 
and 10. 

A gwood break came to him in 1931, 
when he joined Pappy Cheshire’s National 
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Champion Hillbillies on St. Louis’ KMOX. 
Wade was fiddler and singer, and was fea- 
tured on the radio show and hundreds of 
personal appearances until 1943, when he 
joined the army for a year’s service. 
Exchanging his army uniform for 
western togs in 1944, he joined the Prairie 
Ramblers on WLS in Chicago, serving as 
musical director, singer and fiddler for 
five years, when he headed for Hollywood. 
Since arriving in the motion picture 
capital, Wade has been very successful, ap- 
pearing in numerous films, as well as on 
TV and network radio. A_ sensational 


|example of the popularity Wade has at- 


tained on the West Coast is his two-week 
engagement at Cow Town, a western night 
club at 107th and Vermont Street in Los 
Angeles. 

Ray was booked into Cow Town for two 
weeks and proved such a smash hit he 
has been held over for more than two 
years. 

Those who are unable to catch him at 
Cow Town can hear him on the Rex Allen 
Show wover CBS, Monday nights, or listen 
to his many RCA Victor Recordings, in- 
cluding “I Was Just. Walking Out The 
Door,” written for him by the famous gal 
song writer, Cindy Walker. 

Among Wade Ray’s other records are: 
“Heart Of A Clown,” backed by “Just 
Like Taking Candy From A Baby,” “Walk 
Softly,” and “Are You Fer It.” Amusingly, 
when Wade made a recent personal ap- 
pearance tour of the South from Texas to 
Florida, the expressions, “Air ye fer it?” 
and “I’m fer it,”” became common by-words.

That after an absence of eight years, 
the A. P. Carter family are again making 
records-some originals and some of the old 
timers. They now record for Acme Records 
Ine. of Campbellsville, Ky. and plan a big 
comeback on records. 

That the first real American music were 
the Indian Chants, written mostly in 
minor keys. Later day composers such as 
MacDowell, Victor Herbert and many 
others used the Indian music as themes in 
their modern style songs. The Indian 
Chants were usually only 8 or 16 bars 
long, but the modern day composers con- 
structed them in such a way as to make 
full length songs from them. The string 
bass, drums and other rhythm instruments 
took the place of the tom tom. 

That the late Vernon Dalhart, (Robert 
Slaughter) made between 900 and 1000 re- 
cords on various labels, many under the 
name of Al Craver and other names. 
During the height of his fame, he was re- 
cording 6 days a week, morning and after- 
noon, and probably made more records 
than any other singer. * 

That the song, “Home On The Range” 
was originated back in the early Gold 
Rush days. The true writer’s name is still 
unknown. This song bounced around all 
over the West and became popular with 
various singers before it was ever written 
down on paper or published. Today it is 
published in dozens of song books, for 


‘the song is in the Public Domain. 


That Stephen Foster was born on the 
4th of July, 1826 and that many bands 
play his music on the 4th of July to 
honor his birthday, along with our nation- 
al holiday. Stephen Foster was born in 
a cottage at Lawrenceville, Pa., (now a 
part of Pittsburgh) and not in Kentucky 
as many people believe. The last song he 
wrote before he left Pittsburgh in 1860 
for New York where he later died, was 
his never to be forgotten “Old Black Joe.” 

That the song “Believe Me, If All Those 
Endearing Young Charms” melody, was 
known as “My Lodging Is In The Cold 
Ground.” Thomas Moore, the Irish poet 
took some of the old Irish folk songs the 
lyrics of which were not suitable for 
general use, and wrote new lyrics to them. 
Some of them became world famous thru 
their new lyrics, and preserved the 
melodies forever for without Moore’s well 
written lyrics, the tunes would probably 
have been cast aside and forgotten. 

That on records, the letters in front of 
the Master Number, such as (Dal 2214) 
means the location where the record was 
made, (Dal 2214) means that the record 
was recorded in Dallas, and when you see 
(WC 1041), the WC means West Coast. 
The plain numbers were recorded in New 
York, the main studios. This has often 
puzzled me, so I pass it on to you record 
fans.

WHEN I ASKED Rod Brasfield for a 
eouple of his favorite chuckles toe pass 
along to you readers of COUNTRY SONG 
ROUNDUP, he came up with some first- 
class Grand Ole Opry “chuckle material.” 

Rod tells me he was brought up on the 
old tent show circuit and played directly 
to live audiences for 15 years before he 
ever stepped in front of a microphone. 
Today when he walks out on the stage of 
the Grand Ole Opry for his NBC broad- 
east he still aims his comedy at the live 
Opry audience and woriginates most of his 
material according to the response of the 
crowd. - 

You may have heard how Rod Brasfield 
played villains for eight years early in 
his show business career. For a while he 
acted as straight man to his comedian 
brother, Boob Brasfield. Then came the 
depression and Boob decided to quit the 
show. But not Rod. 

“I was just getting into the swing of 
making people laugh,” he says “and I 
was too stubborn to stop.” 

So when Boob walked out, Rod grabbed 
his red wig, placed it on his own head, 
and went out on the stage alone. It paid 
off. For the first time in his life, the ex- 
tragedy actor was making people chuckle 
with his own brand of humor. 


Ever since that day Rod has continued 
to wow all types of audiences. And his 
home town of Hohenwald, about which 
most of his radio adventures center, is 
getting to be as famous as the Grinder’s 
Switch of his partner in comedy, Minnie 
Pearl. 


Rod is a veteran of show business 
generally. His first job as a boy was 
sweeping out chautauqua tents and laying 
the sawdust on the ground. Latér on he 
played in everything from high class stock 
companies to burlesque. In 1944 he came 
to WSM Nashville where he was given a 
spot on the 22 year old favorite, Grand 
Ole Opry. 


I’m sure these Rod Brasfield gags will 
give you a chuckle.

Cliff Steward 


SAN FRANCISCO has always held a 
strange fascination for Cliff-Steward, ex- 
elusive Coral recording maestro. And this 
captivation dates back to his childhood 
days in New England where he heard 
countless tales of the glamiour and adven- 


tures in the wide open spaces of Cali- 
fornia. The scene for these story telling 
incidents. was his father’s cafe. It was 
also the spot where three singing waiters 
taught him the lyric of “On San Francisco 
Bay,” an old-time ditty saluting the 
Golden Gate City. “On San Francisco Bay” 
was destined to become one of Cliff's 
favorite tunes. In fact, when he was sign- 
ed to a Coral contract in the winter of 
1949, he debuted on wax with a lively 
vaudevillian rendition of that song. The 
other side of ‘his initial platter featured 
another oldie, “Good Night Little Gil, 
Good Night,” originally a slow, tear- 
jerking ballad but which received novel, 
stepped up treatment from the versatile 
bandleader. The success of the Frisco song 
on wax and at personal appearances 
prompted him to tag his vocal trio as “The 
San Francisco Three.” The entire Steward 
troupe, adept at handling all types of 
songs, is billed as “The Boro Boys.” 


Although Cliff envisions permanent 
residency in San Francisco he has spent 
most of his life in the East. Born in New- 
port, R.. 1, he attended public school there 
with ‘sereen actor Van Johnson. The 
Stewards soon moved to the Queens 
section of New York City where Cliff 
starred in athletics at high school. One of 
his neighbors in Queens was a young 
singer fresh out of Yale University, about 
to embark on a fabulous musical career. 
His name: Rudy Vallee. Rudy spent many 
hours with Cliff encouraging him to take 
up singing, too. But Cliff debuted in the 
entertainment world in an unusual fashion 
— as an agent. He became the first 
manager for Elton Britt soon to become 
one of the top names in the country sing- 
ing field. The enterprising Mr. Steward 
then formed his own band and played in 
eafes along the East. He served asa 
flight officer with the U. S. Navy during 
the recent war and subsequently returned 
to his maestro duties. 

For the past few years Cliff has been 
directing his band at the Boro Lounge, a 
cozy night spot which he owns in the 
Kew Gardens section of New York City.
